In substance, Mr. Keynes believes 
that the economic adjustments of 
the peace treaty are eminently un- 
fair and unjust, if not absolutely in- 
human and impracticable, lie con- 
siders various 
arrangements

treaty proposes in various situations 
and devotes a separate chapter to 
reparation. 
An excellent analysis 


of post-bellum conditions in Europe 
is offered as a. basis upon which to 
determine how unjust have been the 
adjuustments, as Mr. Keynes sees 
them. 
Subsequently he 
considers 


what remedies may be applied on 
these various lines: 
Revision of the 
treaty, settlement of inter-ally in- 
debtedness;

and reform of the currency, and tlio 
relations ot-Ccntral Europe to Rus- 
sia. 
On the score of timeliness the 


two last themes have an especial in- 
terest at this moment. 


Probably that portion of the work

gives of the aims and achievements 
(between which he finds a grave 
contrast possible) of President Wil- 
son in the convention of powers ;it 
Paris.

January number of one of the great 
international reviews is an extensive 
article upon the subject by W. F.

The same thing holds true in a car

Another thing: a prospective pur- 
chaser should bear in mind, and that 
is that a body maj be good looking 
and still cheap.
